The airman wns Captain Herbertes 
Cukurs, n Latvian who has flown 
here from Riga via Berlln, Budapest, 
Stamboul Alcppo, Bagdhad, Basra, 
Jasque, Karachi, Jodpur, Alnhabad, 
Calcutta, Rangoon, Dangkok and 
Hanoi. : ; . 

Captain Cukurs left Rigd almost 
exactly three weeks ago and has 
made the flight by easy stages. 
long voyage was undertaken, he sald 
yesterday, for pleasure and to test 
the plane which he is flying and 
which he bullt himself, ‘though it 
could by no menns be termed o 
"home-made" model. It is fitted 
with a Do Havilund Gypsy Major 
engine, of British construction, but 
the fabric body’ was dealgned and

has already built six of a similar 
design. All of them have proved 
very .sticcéssful. He flew the third

ANY a child gets a first dose of 

Latin from wondering what that 
queer word via means on the luggane 
label, It can hardly be the name 
of a place.

The convenient word is 
found useful in more than its ‘plain 
geographical sense.

Is no rallway direction, but 
the {invitation of one of thase versatile 
emporla which aim at supplying all 
the necessaries and all the consola- 
tlons enleulated to smooth the path 
of holiday-expired child and anxious 
parent. Via is Indeed o shorthand 
expression of the truth that, even 
when beginning and end are clearly 
defined, there is still importance in 
the cholee of passage from -one to 
the other. It is not. enough, for in- 
stance, that there should be a happy 
home and on altractive holiday resort. 
These terminals, excellent as_ they 
may be in themselves. must be linked 
by a journey which may be pleasant 
or detestable, according to the route 
taken ‘and the palns- expended on 
‘preparing for it. 

This bricf Lutinism summarizes the 
spatinl’ facet of the world-old rela- 
tlonship belween ends and means, 
Adam. and Eve sought an obvious 
end, but disastrously by forbidden 
means. Thelr offspring _are never 
free from the hazard of the ancestral 
pitfall, We are all conscious of the 
problem. An end {s “ardently de- 
sired, To‘ compass it scems to pro- 
mise the fullest satlsfaction. To miss 
it threatens to rob. everything of 
desirability and value. Surely any 
means Hkely to secure that end may 
be invoked. The moralist counters 
with the question whether we should 
do evil that good may come, and, 
a whole world of casulstry opens up.

The problem presents itself diifer- 
ently when the end, though clearly 
In View; seems hardly worth the 
{rouble of ‘a careful cholee of means. 
That problem calls for solution In 
each individual Hfe, There begin- 
ning ‘and end are the same for all 
of us. 
the journey from the cradle to the 
grave. But, to an embarrassing de- 
gree of responsibility, what shall lle 
between fs left in or own hands. 


The lines may scem to be laid down 
for us with some rigidity, . Occupa- 
tion may be predetermined by birth 
or by the decision of others. There 
may have been no practicable alter- 
native to becoming an urtisan, a 
leacher, «a lawyer, or an engineer. 
But it still rests with the mon him- 
self whether within the course laid 
down he jg an eager and worthy 
worker of his kind. He has more 
latitude, and to that extent still more 
responsibility, In the famlly. ond 
social relations of private life, There 
too, though the general course: may 
be already fixed by no combination 
of choice ond. circumstance, he. is 
still answerable for means and 
method. . It-is temptation, since the 
visible end of the Individual life 
seems to be mere cessation, to assume 
thnt the way chosen to the inevitable 
erd can be of no great moment, and 
that 1 man may as well follow his 
desire without belng hompered by 
intangible morallties. The .truth fs 
rather that the way .of human Iife 
is paradoxically both mcans and end, 
Ht fs the journcy itself that’ matters. 
The reat alm of the mortal pilgrimage 
Is not that final plunge Into a 
doubtful darkness,- but the rond 
chosen, the means used, acd the per- 
sonality evolved in struggling along 
the path of Iife. If. a sense of 
proportion forblds us to accent even 
that as end sufMictent In Itself, faith 
Is. rendy to descry the greater end 
to which the product of man’s highest 
effort may become a net unworthy 
contribution.—The Times, London, 
Sept. 11. £yese
